Dr.  Waugh  has  recently  rejnirtcd  the 
case  of  a  woman  who  was  advised  hy  her 
neighlM>rs  to  eat  nutmegs  for  the  relief 
of  dvspe|>sia  due  to  const ijKct ion.  One 
forenoon  she  ate  five  of  medium  size. 
No  unpleasant  symptoms  followed  until 
some  nine  or  ten  hours  afterward.  Then 
she  became  sick  to  her  stomach,  giddy, 
ami  hail  a  chill,  accompanied  hv  vomit¬ 
ing.  headache,  dryness  of  the  mouth  and 
throat,  ami  a  sore;  strained  sensation  in 
the  eyes.  Her  sight  became  affected, 
and  she  complained  that  everything  ap¬ 
peared  misty.  When  the  chill  passed 
off,  slight  fever  and  sweating  followed, 
with  intense,  throbbing  headache.  Under 
projHT  treatment  this  woman  recovered. 

In  her  ease  no  narcotic  symptoms  apjn*ar- 
ed,  hut  that  doesrnot  prove  that  nutmegs 
are  not*  of  the  narcotic  order.— Boston 
Herald.
